So yor garbage hasn't been col 
lected, lady? 

Maybe there is a good reason — 
like broken glass in orange peel- 
.ings, a poisonous washing solution 
or, perhaps, a playful dog that nips 
the heels of your garbage collector. 

If you are a resident of Narberth" 
Borough you won't have to wait 
long for the answer. 

Robert Cameron, chairman of the 
Borough's water, light and health 
committee, has worked out a novel 
scheme for solving the garbage 
complaints problem. Now, instead 
of the Borough being swamped with 
garbage complaints, the tables have 
been turned, and the Narberth 
garbage collector, Charles Seal, is 
swamping residents with garbage 
complaints. 

Seal has been supplied with of- 
ficial-looking forms on which he 
can express himself freely as to 
why a resident's garbage isn't pre- 
pared properly for collection. 

One of Cameron's biggest head- 
aches when he took the committee 
chairmanship was a flood of gar- 
bage complaints. Over 'a period of 
a year he made a study of these 
complaints to discover that many 
of them were unreasonable and the 
fault of residents instead of the 
garbage collector. 



He talked it over with Seal who 
has the garbage contract for three 
years. They hit on this novel solu- 
tion and withim three months com- 
plaints dropped 'from as many as 
10 a day to only a few a week. 

"We are getting amazing results 
and amazing cooperation from the 
residents," Cameron said this week. 

According to Seal's reports there 
were many residents who did not 
know garbage was fed to pigs and 
pigs turned up their snouts at brok- 
en glass. 

Seal is also alert to detect the use 
of any poisonous solution to clean 
garbage containers. ' Last year the 
use of a poisonous solution killed a 
number of pigs in the garbage col- 
lector's pen. ■ 

Vicious dogs have been another 
bother to Seal. Where a dangerous 
dog is allowed to run at large Seal 
has advised his men to take no 
chances. 

Seal reports that most of his com- 
plaints about the preparation of 
garbage' for collection bring im- 
mediate results. 

Cameron says it speeds up and 
adds to the efficiency of collection, 
cuts complaints down to a mini- 
mum and reaults in satisfied instead 
of disgruntled taxpayers.

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Know Your 
State 

For the past ten years the indus- 
trial growth of. tile United States 
has been marked by a trend toward 
decentralisation. Many of our larg- 
gest eorporations have extended 
their operations over many oom- 
mwstities and . many states. This 
has become possible because of Im- 
proved -communications and the 
accessibility of electric power, but 
it has also proved desirable on many 
counts. It enables a company to 
locate an assembly plant close to 
consumer markets or a fahrlcting 
plant close to the scources of its 
raw material. There are other ad- 
vantages. When a larte percentage 
ef the population of a community 
Is dependent on a single industry 
for a livelihood very serious prob- 
lems may be created both for the 
company and the eommunity if the 
operations have at any time to be 
suspended because of the seasonal' 
'character of the product or a lav*k 
of oiirrent demand. It is also often 
a great advanage to a company to 
have some part of its processes 
located away from its main factory 
because of the specialised type rjf 
labor or the difference in wage scale . 
in' that unit' of its operations. 
Small plants frequently have other 
advantages - they can be located in 
communities where land costs or 
rentals are low and where both tthe 
company and the workers can have 
the advanage ot a lower overhead. 

Pennsylvania's large cities are the 
center of its industrial life and their 
propserity is vital to the well-being 
of the State as a whole, but the 
Commonwealth is lucky in the fact 
that it Is better prepared than any 
other state in our Nation to provide 
locations for industries which wish 
to diversify their operations by 
establishing branch plants m small 
communities. K that is to be the 
modern pattern, Pennsylvania is 
better equipped than other portion 
of our country to fit into this new 
industrial development. The Com- 
monwealth has 578 communties 
with a population of 1,000 and over. 
In repect it leads its nearest rival 
by more than 150 such commun- 
ities. It has more communities with 
a population of 1,000 to 2,500 than 
any otther state, more witth a pop- 
ulation of from 5,00 to 25,000. Altho- 
uvh there are two states which have 
more cities of 25,000 and upwards, 
Pennsylvania is the only one with 
two cities listed 'by the last census 
as among the ten largest in the 
nation.
